burrow Feb. 2, there will be at least six 
more weeks of winter. Conversely, if he 
fails to see his shadow, spring sup­ 
posedly is just around the corner. 
The legend was born in 1882, the 
creation of som e card playing men 
sitting around a keg of beer frying a 
groundhog in butter. The idea was 
fanned by a new spaper editor and since

This year 
is no exception. 
The 22 m em bers of the club’s so­ 
called Inner Circle—local businessmen 
and civic leaders all—traditionally 
garb them selves in tails and tophats 
and d u m b to the top of the bill known 
as G obbler’s Knob just before sunup to 
witness the groundhog’s supposed pre­ 
diction. 
The star of the hour is carried along 
in a cage, doubleleashed to keep him 
from scam pering for com pany m ore to 
his liking. He is stuffed gingerly into a 
hollowed-out 
tree stum p 
that 
sub­ 
stitutes for a burrow, then sum m oned 
forth as the sun comes up for the great 
moment of fiction. 
Most years the groundhog is so 
frightened and cold that once inside the 
stump, he has to be forced out.

railroad says it must get $600 million in 
federal subsidies over the next four 
years to get out of the red. 
The company, A m erica’s biggest 
railroad, has filed for reorganization 
under federal bankruptcy statutes.

ra ilro a d ’s co u rt-ap p o in ted tru ste e s 
said Thursday, the only way to reach 
financial stability would be to cut the 
trackage almost in half. 
The three trustees told U.S. D istrict 
Court Judge John P. Fullam . who is 
supervising the reorganization, that 
the $600 million is based on operating a 
15.000-mile system. 
Penn Central 
currently 
has a 
20.000-mile sy stem , but h as con­ 
sistently said it could not return to the 
black by the 1976 deadline unless track 
reductions were approved. 
The report filed with Fullam said 
expenditures through the years 1973-76 
would total $1,624 billion for upgrading 
the line’s plant and services. Penn Cen­ 
tral said it expected to generate m ore

Ex-Sen. Brewster 
gets prison term 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Form er Sen. 
Daniel B. Brew ster, D-Md. was sen­ 
tenced today to two to six years in 
prison and fined $30,000 on charges of 
accepting an illegal gratuity. 
His codefendant, form er lobbyist 
Cyrus T. Anderson, w as sentenced to 
11 2 to 4 1 2 years in prison and fined 
$30,000. 
U.S. District Court Judge George 
Hart told Brew ster as he imposed 
sentence, “I find m yself facing a man 
trusted by the people of M aryland ... a 
m an who violated that tru st.” 
He sentenced the form er senator to a 
m inim um of eight 
m onths and a 
m axim um of two years in prison on 
each of the three convictions. He or­ 
dered 
the 
sentences 
to 
run 
con­ 
secutively. 
Anderson, once a lobbyist for the 
mail order firm of Spiegel Inc., who 
was convicted of three counts of 
bribery, was sentenced on each count 
to a m inim um of six m onths and a 
m axim um of 18 months and the sen­ 
tences also are to run consecutively. 
In an lith hour plea to the court, 
Brew ster said, “ I rem ain staunchly 
convinced that I have not violated the 
law .” 
Both men have said they will appeal 
their 
convictions 
by 
a 
jury 
last 
November. 
The governm ent had accused Spiegel 
and Anderson of bribing B rew ster with 
more than $14,000 to influence his vote 
on postal rate legislation. 


T hroughout

Brewster nor Anderson denied the 
exchange of funds, but both contended 
the money was a legitim ate cam paign 
contribution. 
Spiegel, which was indicted along 
with Brew ster and Anderson, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of paying an 
unlaw ful g ra tu ity and w as fined 
$20,000, thus avoiding a public trial. 
Brew ster was elected to the Senate in 
1961 but defeated for re-election in 1968. 


BELFAST (AP) — A sniper killed a 
British soldier in Strabane Thursday 
night as bombs and rioting shook 
Belfast. 
Sgt. William Boardley, 30, was the 
first soldier to die this year and the

Boardley was shot as he set up a 
checkpoint against the assassins who 
have killed four Catholics and a 
Protestant this week. 
In Belfast, a m an identified only as a 
Protestant was critically wounded by 
gunfire, and authorities attributed the 
shooting to an assassination gang. 
British troops in the capital rounded 
up about IO Protestants for questioning 
about the bombing of a bus Thursday 
morning that killed a Catholic work­ 
man and injured others. The arm y ’s 
search brought Protestant mobs into 
the streets of E ast Belfast, setting cars 
and buses on fire to block the patrols. 
The troops sm ashed through with 
arm ored bulldozers. 
Bombs went off in four Belfast 
buildings, causing heavy dam age but 
no casualties.

The new lists, provided belatedly 
Thursday, left unexplained the fate of 
308 U.S. servicem en and four civilians 
who have been carried in American 
records as either prisoners or missing 
in Laos.

officials expressed shock and disap­ 
pointment that the lists handed over in 
P aris five days after the Vietnam 
ceasefire agreem ent was signed were 
so small. 
North Vietnam has acknowledged 562 
U.S. servicem en and 23 American 
civilians are in Communist captivity in 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam and 
Laos. 
Beyond this, the North Vietnam ese 
have reported 55 m ilitary men and six 
civilians died while in prison.

gloves when performing his part in the 
ritual. 
That was not the only time that 
things have gone awry. 
There was the year Punxsutawney 
Phil tried again to turn on his masters, 
frightened 
them, 
and

kicked 
during the confusion. He died on the 
spot. 
“ We got through the ceremoney 
somehow anyway,” Carlton recalls. 
To get around recurrent emergen­ 
cies, the club now keeps a stuffed 
groundhog on hand as a tackup. He 
graces the Chamber of Commerce of­ 
fice downtown and is used as a standin

during

“ preview” of the Groundhog Day ritual 
atop Gobbler’s Knob. Only the hardiest 
take in the real event at sunup. 
The hilltop pilgrimage is but the 
kickoff to Groundhog Day festivities 
here that carry on into the night. There 
is a groundhog breakfast for starters— 
sausage and pancakes are served, not 
the honored animal—and then there is 
a nighttime banquet at the local coun­ 
try club.

Reminders from Nature

he is King of the Mountain. 
Now and again Nature offers a 
reminder that man the master of all 
he surveys has some unfinished 
business. * A snow slide delicately 
picks off a lone skiier. natural forces 
THESE DA YS . . 


pluck a great airliner out of the sky 
and smash it to the ground, an 
earthquake shakes a city to rubble. 
All reminders, great and small, that 
humankind are still much at the 
mercy of the elements. 
ll is happening again on the 
Icelandic island of Heymaey. There 
a volcano silent for a thousand years 
suddenly came to life in a Mack hour 
before dawn, rumbling and spewing 
molten lava Some 5,000 people in 
the fishing town of Vestmannaeyjar 
by John Chamberlain 


fled to harbor and airfield and were 
evacuated, cattle, sheep and horses 
were slaughtered; the island was 
abandoned to Vulcan. 
This will not be the last time that 
Nature tells us: You are not yet 
master. Notice has been served 
often in the past, and will be served 
again. Man has a long ways to go 
before he can boast of holding a 
check rein on the vast natural forces 
at work on this spinning ball he 
inhabits. 


LBJ and his compassionate war 


The campus sansculottes hated him, 
and their dirty chant — “L B J. L B J. 
How many kids did you kill today?” — 
must have burned deeply into his 
psyche. It was a viciously unfair at­ 
tack. for Lyndon Johnson had bent over 
backward to do the impossible. He had 
tried to fight a humane war. 
Oh. how he had tried. Those long 
hours in the White House poring over 
the bombing objectives chart to see 
that no dike should be breached and no 
hospital should be hit. The refusal to 
blitz the Haiphong docks lest a British, 
a Soviet or a Red Chinese vessel should 
be sunk. 
The reiterated promise that, if they 
would only be good little boys, the 
North Vietnamese could become the 
beneficiaries 
of 
something 
ap­ 
proximating a Marshall Plan for their 
part of the world. 
The dreams of bestowing a Mekong 
Valley Authority on a neutralized 
Indochina. 
The studied refusal to send a single 
American soldier, or even a South 
Vietnamese parachutist with dynamite 
to plant under a bridge, over the North 
Vietnam border 
Never was a war fought with such 
consideration for one’s opponents. 


OF COURSE it was all ridiculous: 
wars aren’t brought to a conclusion by 
considering the feelings of an enemy. 
After we had committed a large ex­ 
peditionary force of ground troops to 
Vietnam, our humorists, led by Art 
Buchwald, had a lot of fun for them­ 
selves by “ dreaming” that Barry 
Coldwater, not L B J, had won the 1964 
election. There was only one flaw in the 
Buchwald logic: Coldwater, unlike 
Johnson, would have bombed the North 


Vietnamese dikes and flooded the 
country. It 
wouldn’t have been 
“ humane,” but it might have saved 
40,000 American lives. North Viet­ 
namese would have died, but the war 
would have been settled. 
Johnson's fault — and it is an en­ 
dearing fault — is that his compassion 
did not stay within bounds. With his 
non-military mind, L B J was fatally 
seduced by 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Robert McNamara’s theory that you 
could use “ graduated pressure” to 
make Hanoi’s Gen. Giap and his 
Marxist mates sue for peace. What 
Johnson couldn’t see was that Com­ 
munists. when engaged in w ar or even 
in ordinary politics, are not permitted 
to know the meaning of the word 
compassion. 
An old-fashioned Populist humani­ 
tarian. L B J could not comprehend 
Lenin’s cultivated hardness. Lenin 
would not listen to Beethoven lest the 
music induce pity for a humanity that 
included the bourgeoisie. The founder 
of modem Communism even worried 
about the mollifying effect on his 
psyche when he stroked a cat. 
North Vietnam’s Ho Chi Minh had 
grown up in the implacable school of 
Leninism, 
which 
meant 
that 
“ graduated pressure” would have no 
effect on him as long as there were 
women in North Vietnam ready to give 
birth to new expendables for the class 
war. 
Richard Nixon had to live with the 
results of L B J ’s misplaced com­ 
passion. With the U.S. divided and the 
campuses 
in 
a 
state 
of chronic 
rebellion, it was too late to use an In­ 
chon landing type of flank attack to 
isolate the enemy from his sources of 
supply. The lim ited surprise of 


Cambodia, the mining of Haiphong, 
and the small-scale application of mass 
bombing were all that Nixon could 
dare. 
This sort of thing was more effective 
than anything Lyndon Johnson had 
done, but it remains to be seen whether 
the South Vietnamese, with 
time 
gained for “ Vietnamization,” will be 
able to use the limited respite to build a 
nation capable of “ hacking it” after the 
U.S. is really out of the war. 


EV EN UNDER Nixon, the U.S. 
continued to wage compassionate 
battle. The B-52s may have hit a dike or 
two by mistake, but Nixon studiously 
refrained from carrying the war to the 
North Vietnamese food-producing 
peasantry. There 
was never 
any 
saturation bombing equivalent to 
what we and our allies had done to 
Hamburg or Dresden or Tokyo in 
World War II. 
If there had been, 
Hanoi 
and 
Haiphong would have been obliterated, 
and Joan Baez and Jane Fonda and the 
Rev. William Sloane Coffin would have 
had no place to visit or to receive 
released POWS. 
Once the Americans have departed 
and the South Vietnamese have ac­ 
cepted responsibility for their own 
survival, we could be surprised by 
what may happen if the peace in In­ 
dochina breaks down. With our 
restraining hand gone, what would 
there be to keep a South Vietnamese 
mission from breaching the North 
Vietnamese 
dikes? 
Parachutists 
dropped from propeller planes could do 
it. 
Maybe this threat is the one thing 
that will cause the North Vietnamese 
Gen. Giap to stay his evil hand.

Nixon economies to hurt cities 


NEW YO RK — To see what the 
drastic cuts in the Nixon domestic 
budget mean you have only to touch 
base in this troubled city. In a dozen 
different areas, from public housing 
and model cities to day-care centers, 
the cutbacks put a new burden on an 
already gravely overburdened com­ 
munity. 


To say that New York is a city under 
siege 
is 
a 
slight 
exaggeration. 
Nevertheless, in certain sectors, the 
South Bronx for example, it is literally 
true. Fear and death stalk the streets, 
with the police seeking to hold back a 
tide of violence. 


New York is conspicuous if only 
because so many news-gathering 
agencies are located here. But in one 
degree 
or 
another 
the 
same 
deterioration is true in almost every 
large city in the country. A dozen big- 
city mayors are meeting with New 
York’s John V. Lindsay in early 
February to coordinate their efforts to 
persuade Congress to reverse the 
Nixon economies. 


“ We’ve managed to put $5 million 
into the South Bronx,” Mayor Lindsay 
says. “ Now that may seem like a very 
small sum, and it is. But at least it has 
done something to show that ruinously 
bad housing can be rehabilitated.’’

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TO CHECK the swift deterioration, 
Lindsay says, the city should spend not 
less than $50 billion at the rate of $5 
billion a year. Nothing like this sum is

Police Commissioner Patrick

Murphy has just authorized a thousand 
extra tours of duty for policemen in 
Brownsville in Brooklyn. That will cost 
$90,000 in overtime pay, a miniscule 
sum in terms of the city’s needs, yet it 
is a chip off the working budget. 


The order followed the shooting of 
two policement in a running and ap­

in 
Brownsville. For New York’s 30,000 
police the attack has further con­ 
firmation of a black militant con­ 
spiracy bent on killing cops wherever 
they can be struck down. Murphy and 
the men at the top around him do not 
share this conviction, nor is there 
objective evidence for such a con­ 
spiracy in spite of the wild statements 
of some militants following the shoot­ 
out in a Brooklyn sporting goods store. 
In some reports the attackers were 
said to be after guns to arm black 
militants.

N EV ERTH ELESS, 
the conviction 
held by virtually all the 30,000 armed 
policemen, according to those familiar 
at firsthand with the police force, is 
that such attacks are part of the state 
of siege in this beleaguered city.

— Irish Catholics, Italian-Americans — 
the object of a special appeal in the 
Nixon campaign. The police wounded 
in the patrol car in Brownsville were 
two brothers, Vincent and Carlo Im- 
perato. 
Since they are at the bottom of the 
economic heap, it is the blacks who will 
feel most directly the cuts in welfare, 
health, education. The deeply rooted 
feeling that the Nixon Administration 
has no regard for blacks will be ac­ 
centuated.

through. It may be that Congress, with 
the pressure of the cities turned on 
hard, can restore the funds denied in 
the Nixon budget. This last, however, is 
doubtful, with the concentrated power 
of the presidency so great. 
With the further complication of a 
feud between Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
and Mayor Lindsay, who turned 
Democrat to run in the presidential 
primaries, a solution for the city seems 
remote. Lindsay in recent months has 
made progress in areas of urgent need, 
notably in bringing down the rate of 
crime in the center city and in the 
treatment of drug addiction. But, as the 
tensions increase, the rule at times 
must seem to be one step forward and 
two steps back.

Eastern Orthodox leaders in this 
country, in Europe and Asia. 
It is the result of “ vast colla­ 
boration,” Pope Paul VI said a few 
days ago when presented with a copy in 
Rome. 
Ever since the 16th century breakup 
of the church, contrasting versions of 
the Bible have been a major cause of 
edginess among the separate branches 
of the faith, particularly among or­ 
dinary members. 
“ They use a different Bible,” went 
the usual expression of the presumably 
impenetrable wall of division, with 
little awareness how slightly the Bibles 
really differed. 
But increasingly in recent times, that 
wall has been breached with joint Bible 
research, joint commentaries and joint 
regional editions of Scripture, a 
sequence culminating now with the 
broad-scale issuance of the new 
mutually approved volume. 
Its cover reads, “ Revised Standard 
Version Common Bible.” 
An international ecumenical group, 
the BSV Bible Committee, now headed 
by the Rev. Dr. Herbert G. May, of 
Cfaio’s Oberlin College, has worked out 
the presentation and format of the new 
Bible. 
It consists of the HSV Old Testament, 
a translation produced by an inter- 
Protestant committee in 1952, a 1971 re­ 
vised 
edition 
of

New 
Testament, and seven intermediary 
books, known as “ Deuterocanonical” 
by Catholics and as the “ Apocrypha” 
by Protestants. 
Seven publishing companies have 
been licensed to print the volume, 
which came out Jan. 21 in Great 
Britain, and is to be issued in this 
country April 2. 
Though the basic translating was 
done 20 years ago by the National 
Council’s inter-Protestant group, it 
now also represents Catholic and 
Orthodox scholars, and the texts now 
have across-the-board endorsement,

including seven 
mid-section books 
previously omitted in some cases 
These books, a cause of controversy 
as far back as the 4th century, have 
been a main difference about the Bible 
since the 16th century Protestant Re­ 
formation led by Martin Luther, 
although they constitute only a tiny 
fraction of the Bible. 
While the Protestant reformers 
excluded the books from the “ canon” 
of inspired Scripture, they nevertheless 
were included in Protestant Bibles of 
that era in between the 39 Old 
Testament books and the 27 New 
Testament books. 
They also originally were included in 
the King James version of the Bible of 
1611, long the principal Protestant 
version until production of the RSV. 
However, commercial publishers 
subsequently dropped the books from 
modern editions to save paper. 
The books, meanwhile, remained in 
Catholic Bibles as parts of the Old 
Testament, although they had not been 
included in the Jewish canon of the 
Scripture. Catholics called the books 
“ Dueterocanonical,” 
meaning 
a 
secondary canon, while Protestants 
called them “ Apocrypha,” meaning 
“ hidden” books of uncertain deriva­ 
tion. 
In the agreed on common Bible, the 
books are included, as Catholics 
always have insisted, but they are 
placed in a central, separate section, as 
Protestants originally placed them. 
The new Bible also is annotated, 
meaning it includes notes of historical, 'j0 
geographical and other explanation, a 
long-held Catholic practice and one 
frequently used by Protestants.

Command Center ready 
for return of POWs 


By P E T E R ARNETT 
AP Special Correspondent 
CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— Twenty phones line up on the lr 
shaped desk 
A wall clock is set to 
Hanoi time. Eight colonels sit side by 
side. 
This is the nerve center of Operation 
Homecoming, the elaborate project 
planned for three years down to the 
smallest detail 
to bring home the 
American POWs in Indochina. 
It is off limits because of tight 
security surrounding the homecoming 
operation. But newsmen were taken on 
a tour today of the building on Clark Air 
Base that houses the task force, of­ 
ficially known as the Joint Command 
Processing Center. 
‘This is the focal point of all the ac­ 
tivity,” said Air Force Col. H A. Davis 
of Syracuse, N.Y., commander of the 
task force. 
Davis had in front of him a dull-red 
d irect telephone to C in cp ac, the 
commander in chief Pacific. 
“When we get the order to go from 
C incpac, then w e’ll dispatch the 
hospital planes to Hanoi to make the 
pickup,” he said. 
Other phones will connect with the 
aircraft. When they begin their three- 
hour, 900-mile journey back to Clark 
from Hanoi, the base will be put on 
final alert. Davis said he does not know 
when that will be. 
"W e are just waiting here on a 24- 
hour alert,” he said. 
With Davis in the nerve center are 
colonels or the equivalent rank from all 
branches of the services. Watching the 
interests of U.S. Army POWs will be 
Col. Jam es A. Murphy, San Antonio, 
Tex.

Force. Col. John W. Clayborne of 
M cG raw s, W .V a., rep resen ts the 
Marines, and Capt. Harold Grifith of 
Port Jefferson N Y ., the Navy.

Several other colonels are on the task 
force staff. In all, 2,000 men have 
gathered here to help in the release. 
I^arge wall charts detail procedures 
the POWs will go through after their 
arrival at Clark The name of each re­ 
turnee will be written on the chart. 
Each stage of his processing will be 
checked off —* medical exmination, 
uniform 
measurem ents, 
debriefing, 
pay 
When all items have been checked, 
the POW will be ready for the next 
stage of his journey to freedom — a 
ride in a C141 Starlifter from Clark to 
Travis Air Force Base in California. 
“Some may clear in two or three 
days; others will be here longer to take 
care of their medical needs,” Davis 
said. 
One item on the charts reads “NOK 
call,” m ilitary jargon for the next-of- 
kin telephone call the POWs will be 
permitted to make to their immediate 
families in the United States. 
Asked about the subject of POW 
briefings, Davis said: “ We are in­ 
terested only in information the men 
will have on the condition of other 
POWs, and facts they might have 
learned on the dead and missing. We 
are reaching for a total accounting of 
all POWS.” 
Debriefing on other topics will take 
place in the United States, he added.

Judge rips jury

6:15 p.m. without reaching a verdict. 
When they resumed Wednesday at 9 
a m ., it took them 30 minutes to decide 
Orosco was innocent. 
Judge Connally told them that in 20 
years on the bench he had never seen 
“a 
more 
stupid, 
illogical 
and 
ill­ 
advised verdict.” 
He said there was no evidence on 
which the accused could have been 
found innocent. Orosco admitted in his 
own testimony "every element of the 
offense,” the judge said. 
Connally told the jurors a verdict 
such as the one they reached "is 
responsible, in my judgment, for the 
increasing crim e rate everywhere.”

Dentists discount report 
of high toothpaste lead 


CHICAGO (AP) - The American 
Dental Association has challenged a 
report published in its own journal. 
A group of Philadelphia researchers 
report in the February issue of the 
Jou rn al of the A m erican 
D ental 
Association that some children may be 
getting dangerous amounts of lead 
from toothpaste tubes. 
“Squeezing an almost-empty tube 
dry can liberate toothpaste in which 
there is an accumulation of lead," they 
wrote of their study a year ago of six 
advertised brands. 
They refused to identify the brands 
tested other than to say they were six 
leading brands. They said the names of 
the brands had been sent to the dental 
association for investigation. 
"Unfortunately, the article ... does 
not identify the products tested nor 
w hether 
they 
rep resen t 
current 
production or whether they represent 
brands which have a m ajor share of the 
m arket,” the dental association said 
Wednesday in a statement issued in 
response to a newsman’s inquiry. 
" It 
is th erefore, 
im possible to 
evaluate the extent of the problem, if 
one exists.” 
The association’s 
statem ent 
con­ 
tinued: 
"A s far as the association has been 
able to determine, all the m ajor brands 
of toothpaste, which represent 
ap­ 
proximately 90 per cent of the products 
sold today, are presently packaged in 
either plastic, aluminum or aluminum- 
plastic laminated tubes.”

O hio farm ers fear Nixon 
abandoning price supports

Significant changes m ade by the Nixon 
adm inistration recently in loan and 
subsidy program s for farm ers have 
caused some Ohio farm officials to 
express concern. 
The changes apparently are aim ed at 
getting rid of artificial restraints on 
farm production, but som e officials in 
the state fear it’s a move to wean 
farm ers from federal price supports. 
According to officials of the U.S. 
Agriculture D epartm ent in Columbus, 
the changes are in response to the hikes 
in food prices. They said these boosts 
have raised national farm income since 
1968 by 39 per cent. 
Ohio State G range official Jam es 
Ross says he believes the moves are 
not just an adm inistration response to 
inflation. He says he believes the ad­ 
m inistration will not wish to bring back 
the price supports being undercut now, 
regardless of whether

is a 
deterioration of the m arket. 
Ross says "W e’re not completely 
aligned with the belief that supply and 
dem and can protect farm incom e." He 
feels a realistic approach to quotas of 
some kind is necessary.

Gov. James A. Rhodes has put together 
his own ticket for 1974, hoping he can 
bring once-united Republicans back 
together.

The Rhodes ticket would have 
Rhodes running for governor, Ut. Gov.

Robert Taft Jr., R Cincinnati, are 
trying to end their own dispute by 
“giving the party away.” 
“It’s not theirs to give,” he said. “ I, 
for one, am not going to be any part of 
their agreements.” 


Aronoff is an unannounced, but

general. He has been travelling around 
the state drumming up support. 
Rhodes w ants somebody from 
northeastern Ohio in the attorney 
general’® spot. 


Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
believes a federal court will permit 
State Sen. Donald E. “ Buz” Lukens to 
run for office despite a state law penal­ 
izing candidates who don’t file expense 
statements within 45 days after an 
election. 
“I think they will find the five-years 
provision too much of a penalty and 
rule it unconstitutional,’’ Brown said. 


Lukens has not yet attempted a court 
challenge. He contends his statement 
was prepared and notarized but got lost 
in the mails.

Airlines industry splits 
on end to 'special fares' 


By MILES A. SMITH

NEW YORK (AP) — The airlines 
industry views with mixed feelings a 
government order eliminating such 
discount fares as the family plan and 
the youth plan, a step which the 
governm ent says could 
lead 
to 
reductions in regular fares. 
After lengthy hearings on fare 
structures, the Civil Aeronautics Board 
issued in December an order canceling 
family and youth rates on grounds they 
were 
d iscrim inatory 
and 
unreasonable. 
Instead of making the cancellation 
effective immediately, it said hearings 
would be conducted on the effects of the 
cancellation. The board’s view was 
that when a number of discount or 
prom otional 
fares 
have 
been 
elim inated, m any of the special 
passengers would be paying regular 
fares, thereby increasing the carriers’ 
revenues, and making possible a re­ 
duction in basic rates. 
Under the family plan, the head of 
the family pays the regular fare; there 
is a discount of 25 per cent for his wife 
and for their children over 12 years of 
age, and a discount of 33 1-3 per cent for 
children under 12. 
The “ youth 
stan d b y ” 
rate 
— 
requiring a passenger to take a chance 
on getting a seat on a specific flight — 
has a discount of 33 1-3 per cent. Some 
lines also have a “ youth reservations 
rate with a discount of 20 or 25 per cent.

The family plans have been in use 
since 1948 and the youth plans since 
1960. 
These special plans are not a major 
source of revenue, the airlines say. 
Trans World Airlines estimates the 
family plan accounts for about IO per 
cent of its revenue passenger-miles, 
and the youth standby plan for about 5 
per cent. 
TWA, American Airlines and United 
Air Lines have filed petitions with the 
CAB asking for reconsideration of the 
order, but for differing reasons. 
TWA argues that the board was 
mistaken in its ruling that the costs of 
carrying passengers at special rates 
were “substantially the sam e’’ as the 
costs of carrying them at regular rates. 
It also asserted that the board 
“ mistakenly assumed that elimination 
of these discount fares would lead to 
lower prices for normal tickets.” TWA 
says the CAB “erroneously argues that 
discount traffic 
is ‘subsidized’ 
by 
normal fare traffic.’’ 
Melvin A. Brenner, vice president of 
marketing and planning for TWA, says 
family and youth fares not only help 
special passengers, but also are of 
indirect 
benefit 
to 
the 
regular 
passengers. 
“The cost of flying does not vary 
much with the number of seats oc­ 
cupied,” he says. “Therefore if we can 
bring additional people aboard, a few 
more people — say IO per cent — can 
make a big difference in economic 
viability.” 
In the industry as a whole, scheduled 
airlines have found the average flight 
has about 50 per cent of its seats empty. 
A m erican 
A irlines 
has 
also 
petitioned the board to keep family and 
youth plans, but United Air Lines has 
proposed that the board's order be 
placed in effect immediately. 
Although United has such services 
for competitive reasons, a spokesman 
says, its long-term philosophy has been 
against them. United always contends 
that the discounts divert more traffic 
than they generate and might be dis­ 
criminatory, as the CAB says. Youth 
standby age rules have been difficult to 
enforce, the spokesman adds. 
Eastern Air Lines has generally 
opposed systemwide discount fares, 
leaning tow ard prom otional fares 
designed for special m arkets — such as 
the multitude of colleges and uni­ 
versities in Eastern’s territory. 
Eastern is a North-South carrier with 
relatively short flights and says it faces 
competition from trains and buses that 
puts it in a different position than that 
of the transcontinental lines.

Old fashioned hardware store to close 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Frank P. 
Hall H ardw are, an old-fashioned 
jum ble just right for noon-time 
browsing in downtown Columbus, is 
closing down. 
Not for lack of customers, but for 
lack of clerks. 
“All the employes retired," said 
Harold Hessler, head of sporting goods. 
You don’t find good hardware clerks 
easily. It’s even worse trying to find 
good sporting goods clerks. 
Hessler, who retired last October, 
came back to help out in the final 
“After Christmas Sale” which will 
mark the unceremonious end of a 
downtown institution. 
“We’ve all had a lot of crying over 
closing down," said Mrs. 
Charles 
Lewis, 62-year-old bookkeeper who 
started in 1936, took tim e out to rear a 


family and returned 12 years ago. 
"But, I’m ready to retire m yself." 
Of the five Hall employes, only Or­ 
ville McCabe will take another job. He 
is a youngster with only 20 years of 
tenure at Hall. 
Jim Hustead, 67, started at Hall 
Hardware in 1922, or a half century 
past. He has been head of the hardware 
department. “ A lot of customers lose 
out," he grumbled. 
Someone 
m entioned 
custom ers 
preferring airy, 
modern hardware 
stores. “They won’t get the service 
they get here," he snapped. 
A new com er m ight think Hall 
Hardware is a jungle of disorder with 
its creaking floors piled with hardware 
and sporting goods, its walls lined with 
everything from hinges to fishing lures, 
its ceiling festooned with fan belts. 


But, in 20 minutes Hessler, Hustead 
and McCabe found on first try a liner 
for a thermos bottle (model 120), a nut 
for a screw that holds a rug-making 
frame together, and a two-handed fly 
rod strong enough to catch tarpon. 
Hessler didn’t recommend the rod. 
“ It’s m urder," he told the customer. “ I 
recommend a lighter one." 
Hustead said in an aside: “They 
couldn’t get anybody to clean rods and 
reels like he did,” he said, nodding 
toward Hessler. 
Charles Lewis, head of the hobby 
shop for 43 years,had to retire. He has 
been hospitalized with eye trouble. 
Mrs. Frank P. Hall, 79, decided to close 


down. 
Court Hall Jr., her grandson, is in 
charge of the store closing. He didn’t 
want to close. Al 67 he wanted to keep 
the store open. His children talked him 
out of it. 
So, what hasn’t been sold at 40 per 
cent discount by Saturday, will be 
auctioned off, even to the 67-year-old 
balance scales, bought by Frank P.

I. Played correctly, the contract is 
certain to come home. You simply lead 
a spade to the king, play the queen of 
clubs and finesse. If the queen loses to 
the king, North cannot return a spade 
or a heart without handing you a vital 
trick, while if he returns a diamond or 
a club, you simply force out the ace of 
diamonds to acquire nine tricks. 
If the queen of clubs wins at trick 


three, shift your attention to diamonds, 
forcing out the ace, and again you are 
sure of nine tricks. 
If you try any other method of play, 
you may make the contract but cannot 
be certain of it. Only the suggested 
method is sure to bring home the 
bacon. 
2. Win the heart and play a low 
diamond from dummy! If South has 
the queen he will almost surely play it, 
and this will give you three diamond 
tricks instead of tile two you started 
with. The defense will probably cash 
two hearts and shift to a club. 
Take the ace, cash the A-K of trumps 
and jack of diamonds, cross to dummy 
with a trump and discard two clubs on 
the A-K of diamonds. This method of 
play succeeds if the trumps are divided 
3-2. 
If South follows low on the low 
diamond play from dummy at trick 
two, you should assume he does not 
have the queen. Accordingly, play the 
nine, not the jack. If South has the ten, 
the nine will force the queen and again 
you will be on firm ground. 
The contract is not certain with any 
method of play, but the one suggested 
offers by far the best chance for a tenth 
trick.

A Drug for Thyroid Disease 


Can you give me some information 
about the drug cytomel which is used 
for thyroid disease? 
Mrs. L.T .,Pa. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
Cytomel is a chemical and a syn­ 
thetic form of the thyroid hormone. 
The name used by the manufacturer is 
the brand name for bothyronine. 
Thyroid hormone is given to patients 
with decreased thyroid gland function. 
This is known as hypothyroidism. 
Sometimes the thyroid hormone is 
tried 
in 
people 
who 
have 
an 
enlargement of the thyroid or a goiter. 
In some cases it is said to reduce the 
size of a non-toxic goiter. 
There are very specific reasons for 
the use of this drug. There are also 
many reasons why the drug should not 
be used. 
When the function of the thyroid 
gland is studied, this chemical sub­ 
stitute for the natural thyroid hormone 
can often be used with great success. 
When used, doctors carefully follow the 
patient to be sure that a proper balance 
is established between the drug and the 
activity of the thyroid gland. 


Three members of my family have 
Parkinson's disease. Is it possible that 
this disease is’ inherited? Would it be 
important they they all work in an­ 
thracite coal mines? 
Mr. J.N ., W. Va. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
As far as I know, there is no familial 


or hereditary factor in the production 
of Parkinson’s disease. Also known as 
paralysis agitans, or shaking palsy, 
this condition most commonly occurs 
after encephalitis or inflammation of 
the brain. 


Sometimes it occurs in the middle- 
aged and in the elderly without any 
known reason. Much is known about 
the disease from the clinical point of 
view because the appearance of the 
patient is so characteristic. 


Besides a tremor of the fingers, there 
is often a fixed facial expression. The 
eyes often do not blink and there is a 
staring attitude which quickly iden­ 
tifies or suggests Parkinson’s disease. 
Rem arkable benefits have been 
obtained in many cases with the drug 
L-dopa. 


The fact that those members of your 
family who are affected with this 
disease work in coal mines may be of 
great importance. It is well known that 
this condition may result from chronic 
exposure and poisoning with carbon 
monoxide. 
The 
heavy 
metal 
manganese and other related metals 
are known to be toxic and can also 
produce a condition closely resembling 
Parkinson’s Diseases. 


Here may lie the relationship. 
Certainly the owners of the mine and 
the doctors associated with it should be 
told of this familial problem. 
Insurance firms 
eye ‘flexibility’

NEW YORK (A P )—The bedrock 
belief on which the life insurance in­ 
dustry is built, 
the assured-fixed- 
precise return, has shifted. Soon you 
may have the option of accepting your 
proceeds in variable rather than fixed 
dollars. 
The change, cleared this week by a 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
decision, introduces into life insurance 
the chance of actually earning money 
on your insurance rather than merely 
obtaining security and some savings. 
The low-risk element is essentially 
still there, because a minimum return 
is guaranteed. But because your 
premiums go directly into stocks, 
where money should grow, you or your 
heirs might receive a bonus atop 
benefits. 
At least three fundamental reasons 
are involved in the industry’s decision 
to at least partially foresake its once- 
zealous advocacy of the fixed-dollar 
return: 
1. Inflation, or the erosion of dollar 
values, have made the fixed dollar less 
and less acceptable. 
2. The pressure of competition from 
equities, such as mutual funds, which 
tend to ride the crest of inflation — or at 


least not be submerged by it — 
advisable to offer a more 
product.

3. A more affluent and educated 
public, to a great extent freed from 
insecurities by Social Security, private 
pensions, group health and life policies, 
unemployment insurance and the like 
desires innovative techniques for 
building estates. 


The decision made by the SEC was 
that while variable life is subject to the 
same federal registration and informa­ 
tion disclosure regulations that apply 
to securities, it is exempt from federal 
commission restraints. 


While this decision 
might seem 
almost meaningless to the consumer, it 
actually is of great importance. Here’s 
why: 


If variable life commissions were 
federally regulated they would be 
restricted to not more than 8.5 or 9 per 
cent of the first year’s premiums — a 
rate that would hardly appeal to in­ 
surance salesmen. 


Salesmen of ordinary life now can 
earn commissions ranging upward 
from 50 per cent of the first year’s 
premiums paid by the insured.

All went according to schedule as a 
hardy troop of disciples climbed 
Gobblers Knob just outside of town and 
watched the furry weather oracle, as 
the legend goes, climb out of his burrow 
and fulfill his prediction. 
Almost always it is that a shadow- 
sighting will be made, thus foretelling 
another six weeks of winter. 
Meanwhile in Lancaster County, the 
Quarryville groundhog saw 
things 
differently this morning. 
Robert 
W. 
Herr, 
hibernating 
governor of the Quarryville Lodge of 
Slumbering Groundhogs, reported 
their groundhog did not see his shadow, 
meaning spring is around the corner. 
According to tradition, if Punx­ 
sutawney Phil—the name bestowed 
upon the groundhog each year—sees 
his shadow upon emerging from his 
burrow Feb. 2, there will be at least six 
more weeks of winter. Conversely, if he 
fails to see his shadow, spring sup­ 
posedly is just around the corner. 
The legend was born in 1882, the 
creation of some card-playing men 
sitting around a keg of beer frying a 
groundhog in butter. The idea was 
fanned by a newspaper editor and since 


Jupiter Pluvius and the groundhog 
fought it out at dawn in Fayette 
County and Jupe was hands-down 
winner in a deluge. Woody wood­ 
chuck returned to his underground 
haven, in a nasty mood, and went 
back to sleep, “for at least six 
weeks”, he muttered.

Most years the groundhog is so 
frightened and cold that once inside the 
stump, he has to be forced out.

Ex-Sen. Brewster 
gets prison term 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former Sen. 
Daniel B. Brewster, D-Md. was sen­ 
tenced today to two to six years in 
prison and fined $30,000 on charges of 
accepting an illegal gratuity. 
His codefendant, former lobbyist 
Cyrus T. Anderson, was sentenced to 
P/2 to 4V2 years in prison and fined 
$30,000. 
U.S. District Court Judge George 
Hart told Brewster as he imposed 
sentence, “I find myself facing a man 
trusted by the people of Maryland ... a 
man who violated that trust.” 
He sentenced the former senator to a 
minimum of eight months and a 
maximum of two years in prison on 
each of the three convictions. He or­ 
dered the sentences to run con­ 
secutively. 
Anderson, once a lobbyist for the 
mail order firm of Spiegel Inc., who 
was convicted of three counts of 
bribery, was sentenced on each count 
to a minimum of six months and a 
maximum of 18 months and the sen­ 
tences also are to run consecutively. 
In an lith hour plea to the court, 
Brewster said, “I remain staunchly 
convinced that I have not violated the 
law.” 
Both men have said they will appeal 
their convictions by 
a jury 
last 
November. 
The government had accused Spiegel 
and Anderson of bribing Brewster with 
more than $14,000 to influence his vote 
on postal rate legislation. 


Throughout 
the 
trial 
neither 
Brewster nor Anderson denied the 
exchange of funds, but both contended 
the money was a legitimate campaign 
contribution. 
Spiegel, which was indicted along 
with Brewster and Anderson, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of paying an 
unlawful gratuity and was fined 
$20,000, thus avoiding a public trial. 
Brewster was elected to the Senate in 
1961 but defeated for re-election in 1968. 


Penn Central 
needs cash: 
$600 million 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) 
— The 
financially troubled Penn Central 
railroad says it must get $600 million in 
federal subsidies over the next four 
years to get out of the red. 
The company, America’s biggest 
railroad, has filed for reorganization 
under federal bankruptcy statutes. 
Without the federal money, 
the 
railroad’s court-appointed trustees 
said Thursday, the only way to reach 
financial stability would be to cut the 
trackage almost in half. 
The three trustees told U.S. District 
Court Judge John P. Fullam, who is 
supervising the reorganization, that 
the $600 million is based on operating a 
15.000-mile system. 
Penn Central currently has a 
20.000-mile system , but has con­ 
sistently said it could not return to the 
black by the 1976 deadline unless track 
reductions were approved. 
The report filed with Fullam said 
expenditures through the years 1973-76 
would total $1,624 billion for upgrading 
the line’s plant and services. Penn Cen­ 
tral said it expected to generate more 
than $1 billion of the required funds 
through 
freight 
and 
passenger 
business. 
The trustees said the infusion of the 
public funds into the line would “insure 
the 
continuation 
of 
essential 
operations.” Alternately, the report 
said of the requested $600 million, “A 
failure of the federal government to 
make this investment or to take other 
adequate actions can only result in a 
closing of Penn Central’s railroad.” 
British soldier 
latest victim of 
Irish violence 


BELFAST (AP) - A sniper killed a 
British soldier in Strabane Thursday 
night as bombs and rioting shook 
Belfast. 
Sgt. William Boardley, 30, was the 
first soldier to die this year and the 
698th confirmed death in three and a 
half years of Roman Catholic- 
Protestant warfare in Northern 
Ireland. 
Boardley was shot as he set up a 
checkpoint against the assassins who 
have killed four Catholics and a 
Protestant this week. 
In Belfast, a man identified only as a 
Protestant was critically wounded by 
gunfire, and authorities attributed the 
shooting to an assassination gang. 
British troops in the capital rounded 
up about IO Protestants for questioning 
about the bombing of a bus Thursday 
morning that killed a Catholic work­ 
man and injured others. The army’s 
search brought Protestant mobs into 
the streets of East Belfast, setting cars 
and buses on fire to block the patrols. 
The troops smashed through with 
armored bulldozers. 
Bombs went off in four Belfast 
buildings, causing heavy damage but 
no casualties. 
Anonymous telephone callers told 
local newspapers the Ulster Volunteer 
Force, 
an 
outlawed 
Protestant 
vigilante force, was responsible for the 
bus bombing. But the organization 
later denied this. 
Jobless rate 
dips in January 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate dropped slightly 
last month to 5 per cent of the work 
force, lowest in 2xk years, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The actual number of Americans out 
of work rose 560,000, but since it nor­ 
mally climbs more than that 
in 
January, the 
Bureau of Labor 
Statistics figured it as a decline on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. 
The 5 per cent jobless rate, down 
from 5.1 per cent in December, had 
been the Nixon administration’s goal 
for reducing joblessness by the end of 
last year. The January report means 
the administration missed its target by 
only one month. 


POW list shockingly^ sm all 
Up to 1,400 
GIS 'Lost' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. of­ 
ficials, unwilling to accept 
North 
Vietnam’s latest prisoner list as final, 
are pressing Communist diplomats for 
more names than those of seven 
American servicem en and three 
civilians acknowledged as captives in 
Laos. 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, chief U.S. 
negotiator of the Vietnam cease-fire 
agreement and its prisoner provisions, 
said Thursday night that “it doesn’t 
look to us that it could be complete.” 
“We are querying them” for further 
information 
and 
more 
names, 
Kissinger said in a CBS interview. 
The new lists, provided belatedly 
Thursday, left unexplained the fate of 
308 U.S. servicemen and four civilians 
who have been carried in American 
records as either prisoners or missing 
in Laos. 
Pentagon and State Department 
officials expressed shock and disap­ 
pointment that the lists handed over in 
Paris five days after the Vietnam 
ceasefire agreement was signed were 
so small. 
North Vietnam has acknowledged 562 
U.S. servicemen and 23 American 
civilians are in Communist captivity in 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam and 
Laos. 
Beyond this, the North Vietnamese 
have reported 55 military men and six 
civilians died while in prison. 
For Indochina as a whole, the North 
Vietnamese lists supplied since last 
Saturday have failed to shed any light 
on what has happened to some 1,300 
officers and enlisted men and 22 
American civilians.

Viet peace panel 
making progress 


SAIGON (AP) — The chief delegates 
of the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong on a peace­ 
keeping military commission met for 
the first time today to take up an 
agenda including arrangements for the 
completion of American troop with­ 
drawals and prisoner exchanges, U.S. 
officials reported. 
A third pressing item on the agenda, 
the American officials said, was to 
arrange security for field teams of the 
International Commission of Control 
and Supervision who are to police the 
cease-fire. 
The observers from Canada, Poland, 
Hungary and Indonesia are already 
three days behind the schedule 
specified in the cease-fire agreement 
for setting up regional headquarters in 
Hue, Da Nang, Pleiku, Phan Thiet, 
Bien Hoa, My Tho and Can Tho. 
U.S. officials termed the meeting 
“significant.” 
There were other signs that the 
peacekeeping commissions are getting 
into action. 
U.S. helicopters flew 40 more Viet 
Cong delegates and 4,000 pounds of 
their supplies from their district 
headquarters at Loc Ninh to Saigon to 
join the joint military commission.

headquarters where the international 
supervisory teams will be based. 
The international commission sent 
advance teams today to Pleiku, Da 
Nang and Hue to check out ac­ 
commodations, transportation and 
communication facilities.

Canadian delegation told newsmen at 
Pleiku that a full team of about 30 
members should be there in two to four 
days.

country. But he claimed there were 200 
more Communist violations of the 
cease-fire during the 24-hour period 
ending at 6 a.m. today.

Hien said 524 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong and 37 South Vietnamese 
were killed during the latest reporting 
period. He said 185 government troops 
were wounded and 82 were missing. 
Hien conceded that there had been an 
over-all decrease in fighting in the past 
two days. But he added that this is only 
one factor in having an “effective and 
serious cease-fire.” He said teams of 
the peacekeeping commissions were 
needed in the field.

Command Center ready 
for return of POWs 


By PETER ARNETT 
AP Special Correspondent 
CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— Twenty phones line up on the L- 
shaped desk. A wall clock is set to 
Hanoi time. Eight colonels sit side by 
side. 
This is the nerve center of Operation 
Homecoming, the elaborate project 
planned for three years down to the 
smallest detail to bring home the 
American POWs in Indochina. 
It is off limits because of tight 
security surrounding the homecoming 
operation. But newsmen were taken on 
a tour today of the building on Clark Air 
Base that houses the task force, of­ 
ficially known as the Joint Command 
Processing Center. 
‘This is the focal point of all the ac­ 
tivity,” said Air Force Col. H.A. Davis 
of Syracuse, N.Y., commander of the 
task force. 
Davis had in front of him a dull-red 
direct telephone to Cincpac, the 
commander in chief Pacific. 
“When we get the order to go from 
Cincpac, then we’ll dispatch the 
hospital planes to Hanoi to make the 
pickup,” he said. 
Other phones will connect with the 
aircraft. When they begin their three- 
hour, 900-mile journey back to Clark 
from Hanoi, the base will be put on 
final alert. Davis said he does not know 
when that will be. 
“We are just waiting here on a 24- 
hour alert,” he said. 
With Davis in the nerve center are 
colonels or the equivalent rank from all 
branches of the services. Watching the 
interests of U.S. Army POWS will be 
Col. Jam es A. Murphy, San Antonio, 
Tex.

Schenectady, N.Y., represents the Air 
Force. Col. John W. Clayborne of 
McGraws, W .Va., represents the 
Marines, and Capt. Harold Grifith of 
Port Jefferson N.Y., the Navy.

Several other colonels are on the task 
force staff. In all, 2,000 men have 
gathered here to help in the release. 
Large wall charts detail procedures 
the POWs will go through after their 
arrival at Clark. The name of each re­ 
turnee will be written on the chart. 
Each stage of his processing will be 
checked off — medical exultation, 
uniform 
measurements, 
debriefing, 
pay- 
When all items have been checked, 
the POW will be ready for the next 
stage of his journey to freedom — a 
ride in a C141 Starlifter from Clark to 
Travis Air Force Base in California. 
“Some may clear in two or three 
days; others will be here longer to take 
care of their medical needs,” Davis 
said. 
One item on the charts reads “NOK 
call,” military jargon for the next-of- 
kin telephone call the POWs will be 
permitted to make to their immediate 
families in the United States. 
Asked about the subject of POW 
briefings, Davis said: “We are in­ 
terested only in information the men 
will have on the condition of other 
POWs, and facts they might have 
learned on the dead and missing. We 
are reaching for a total accounting of 
all POWS.” 
Debriefing on other topics will take 
place in the United States, he added. 
A total of 380 specially trained 
military escort officers have arrived at 
Clark. 
They will 
be 
assigned in­ 
dividually to each POW. These escorts 
will play the most important role in the 
initial

Homecoming, debriefing the POWs, 
giving guidance and advice and ac­ 
companying them back to the United 
States. 
Judge rips jury 


verdict as 'stupid' 


LAREDO, Tex. (AP) — A federal 
judge here became so infuriated after 
jurors acquitted a man charged with 
possession of marijuana that he told 
the ten men and two women on the jury 
they would never again serve in his 
court.

When they resumed Wednesday at 9 
a.m., it took them 30 minutes to decide 
Orosco was innocent. 
Judge Connally told them that in 20 
years on the bench he had never seen 
“a more 
stupid, 
illogical 
and ill­ 
advised verdict.” 
He said there was no evidence on 
which the accused could have been 
found innocent. Orosco admitted in his 
own testimony “every element of the 
offense,” the judge said. 
Connally told the jurors a verdict 
such as the one they reached “is 
responsible, in my judgment, for the 
increasing crime rate everywhere.”

Dentists discount report 
of high toothpaste lead 


CHICAGO (AP) — The American 
Dental Association has challenged a 
report published in its own journal. 
A group of Philadelphia researchers 
report in the February issue of the 
Journal of the American Dental 
Association that some children may be 
getting dangerous amounts of lead 
from toothpaste tubes. 
“Squeezing an almost-empty tube 
dry can liberate toothpaste in which 
there is an accumulation of lead,” they 
wrote of their study a year ago of six 
advertised brands. 
They refused to identify the brands 
tested other than to say they were six 
leading brands. They said the names of 
the brands had been sent to the dental 
association for investigation. 
“Unfortunately, the article ... does 
not identify the products tested nor 
whether 
they 
represent 
current 
production or whether they represent 
brands which have a major share of the 
market,” the dental association said 
Wednesday in a statement issued in 
response to a newsman’s inquiry. 
“ It is therefore, impossible to 
evaluate the extent of the problem, if 
one exists.” 
The association’s 
statement 
con­ 
tinued: 
“As far as the association has been 
able to determine, all the major brands 
of toothpaste, which represent ap­ 
proximately 90 per cent of the products 
sold today, are presently packaged in 
either plastic, aluminum or aluminum- 
plastic laminated tubes.”

Ohio farmers fear Nixon 
abandoning price supports

Significant changes made by the Nixon 
administration recently in loan and 
subsidy programs for farmers have 
caused some Ohio farm officials to 
express concern. 
The changes apparently are aimed at 
getting rid of artificial restraints on 
farm production, but some officials in 
the state fear ifs a move to wean 
farmers from federal price supports. 
According to officials of the U.S. 
Agriculture Department in Columbus, 
the changes are in response to the hikes 
in food prices. They said these boosts 
have raised national farm income since 
1968 by 39 per cent. 
Ohio State Grange official James 
Ross says he believes the moves are 
not just an administration response to 
inflation. He says he believes the ad­ 
ministration will not wish to bring back 
the price supports being undercut now, 
regardless of whether there is a 
deterioration of the market. 
Ross says “We’re not completely 
aligned with the belief that supply and 
demand can protect farm income.” He 
feels a realistic approach to quotas of 
some kind is necessary.

agriculture director, says he believes 
•there is some truth to suggestions that 
the administration is trying to get com­ 
pletely out of the price support 
business. But he says, “I have no way 
to substantiate that...”

Airlines industry splits 
on end to 'special fares1

NEW YORK (AP) — The airlines 
industry views with mixed feelings a 
government order eliminating such 
discount fares as the family plan and 
the youth plan, a step which the 
government says could 
lead to 
reductions in regular fares. 
After lengthy hearings on fare 
structures, the Civil Aeronautics Board 
issued in December an order canceling 
family and youth rates on grounds they 
were 
discrim inatory 
and 
unreasonable. 
Instead of making the cancellation 
effective immediately, it said hearings 
would be conducted on the effects of the 
cancellation. The board’s view was 
that when a number of discount or 
promotional 
fares 
have 
been 
elim inated, many of the special 
passengers would be paying regular 
fares, thereby increasing the carriers’ 
revenues, and making possible a re­ 
duction in basic rates. 
Under the family plan, the head of 
the family pays the regular fare; there 
is a discount of 25 per cent for his wife 
and for their children over 12 years of 
age, and a discount of 33 1-3 per cent for 
children under 12. 
The “ youth standby” 
rate — 
requiring a passenger to take a chance 
on getting a seat on a specific flight — 
has a discount of 33 1-3 per cent. Some 
lines also have a “youth reservations” 
rate with a discount of 20 or 25 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The General 
Accounting Office has prepared a 
report on election reforms at the 
request of U.S. Rep. William Keating, 
R-Ohio calling for cutting the'number 
of issues on ballots and passage of clear 
and simple election laws. 
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The family plans have been in use 
since 1948 and the youth plans since 
1960. 
These special plans are not a major 
source of revenue, the airlines say. 
Trans World Airlines estimates the 
family plan accounts for about IO per 
cent of its revenue passenger-miles, 
and the youth standby plan for about 5 
per cent. 
TWA, American Airlines and United 
Air Lines have filed petitions with the 
CAB asking for reconsideration of the 
order, but for differing reasons. 
TWA argues that the board was 
mistaken in its ruling that the costs of 
carrying passengers at special rates 
were “substantially the sam e” as the 
costs of carrying them at regular rates. 
It also asserted that the board 
“mistakenly assumed that elimination 
of these discount fares would lead to 
lower prices for normal tickets.” TWA 
says the CAB “erroneously argues that 
discount traffic is ‘subsidized’ by 
normal fare traffic.” 
Melvin A. Brenner, vice president of 
marketing and planning for TWA, says 
family and youth fares not only help 
special passengers, but also are of 
indirect benefit 
to 
the 
regular 
passengers. 
“The cost of flying does not vary 
much with the number of seats oc­ 
cupied,” he says. “Therefore if we can 
bring additional people aboard, a few 
more people — say IO per cent — can 
make a big difference in economic 
viability.” 
In the industry as a whole, scheduled 
airlines have found the average flight 
has about 50 per cent of its seats empty. 
A m erican 
Airlines 
has 
also 
petitioned the board to keep family and 
youth plans, but United Air Lines has 
proposed that the board’s order be 
placed in effect immediately. 
Although United has such services 
for competitive reasons, a spokesman 
says, its long-term philosophy has been 
against them. United always contends 
that the discounts divert more traffic 
than they generate and might be dis­ 
criminatory, as the CAB says. Youth 
standby age rules have been difficult to 
enforce, the spokesman adds. 
Eastern Air Lines has generally 
opposed systemwide discount fares, 
leaning toward prom otional fares 
designed for special markets — such as 
the multitude of colleges and uni­ 
versities in Eastern’s territory. 
Eastern is a North-South carrier with 
relatively short flights and says it faces 
competition from trains and buses that 
puts it in a different position than that 
of the transcontinental lines.

“ Not knowing, not being sure —- that 
was the most horrible thing during 
these two years,” Rose Gotner said 
after her husband, missing in action 
nearly two years, was reported on a list 
of prisoners of war in Laos. 
“ But last Saturday, that was the 
most horrible day of our lives because 
we were supposed to get a complete 
accounting then of all the prisoners,” 
she said in Sacramento, Calif., after 
being notified Thursday that her 
husband, Maj. Norbert Gotner, was 
named on a list of seven POWS held by 
the Communists in Laos. 
“ We started waiting at 5 a.m. 
(Saturday), and we waited all day for 
the telephone,” she said. 
“ We got this champagne then,” she 
said gesturing to a bottle that had been 
opened a short time before, “ Finally at 
8 o’clock Saturday night they came to 
the house and said Norm wasn’t on the 
list. 
“ I didn’t cry then. I cried today after 
the Air Force called from San Antonio. 
They said he w as on the list of prisoners 
in Laos. The first thing I did was sit 
down and cry, I had tears flowing all 
down my face. I could hardly believe it 
was over,” she said, now excited and 
smiling.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. John 
Gilligan announced Thursday the 
appointment of E.S. Preston of 
Columbus, former state highway 
director, as a member of the Power 
Siting Commission. 
Preston, 61, a native of Portsmouth, 
is president of E.S. Preston Associates.

Mrs. Gotner, a petite, blonde mother 
of three, said she had heard nothing 
about her husband since Feb. 3, 1971 —- 
the day his Phantom jet was shot down 
along the border of Laos and North 
Vietnam. 
“ But I never at any time thought he 
was dead,” she added. 
In Winlock, Wash. Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward W. Leonard said their son, Air 
Force Maj. Edward W. Leonard, Jr.,34, 
was also on the list. 
“It’s a great feeling of satisfaction 
and relief,” Leonard said. “We knew 
that he was alive, but we never had any 
contact with him.” 
In Centralia, Wash., Dwight Mattix 
said the State Department told him the 


name of his son, Samuel, 20, and Lloyd 
Oppel, of Courtenay, B.C., were on the 
list of civilians who were captured in 
Laos. 
Mattix said the two were mis­ 
sionaries when they were taken 
prisoner last October. 
Also on the list was Air Force Capt. 
Stephen Long, who had not been heard 
from since his plane was shot down 
over Laos on Feb. 28,1969. His parents, 
Dan Long and Mrs. H.E. Barnhart, 
both of Springfield, Ore., were notified 
that he was alive on Thursday. 
“ I just got goose pimples all over,” 
said Mrs. Barnhart. “ There just isn’t a 
word for how you feel at a time like 
this.”

Old fashioned hardware store to close 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Frank P. 
Hall Hardware, an old-fashioned 
jumble just right for noon-time 
browsing in downtown Columbus, is 
closing down. 
Not for lack of customers, but for 
lack of clerks. 
“ All the employes retired,” said 
Harold Hessler, head of sporting goods. 
You don’t find good hardware clerks 
easily. Ifs even worse trying to find 
good sporting goods clerks. 
Hessler, who retired last October, 
came back to help out in the final 
“ After Christmas Sale” which will 
mark the unceremonious end of a 
downtown institution. 
“ We’ve all had a lot of crying over 
closing down,” said Mrs. Charles 
Lewis, 62-year-old bookkeeper who 
started in 1936, took time out to rear a 


family and returned 12 years ago. 
“ But, I’m ready to retire myself.” 
Of the five Hall employes, only Or­ 
ville McCabe will take another job. He 
is a youngster with only 20 years of 
tenure at Hall. 
Jim Hustead, 67, started at Hall 
Hardware in 1922, or a half century 
past. He has been head of the hardware 
department. “ A lot of customers lose 
out,” he grumbled. 
Someone 
mentioned 
customers 
preferring airy, modern hardware 
stores. “ They won’t get the service 
they get here,” he snapped. 
A newcomer might think Hall 
Hardware is a jungle of disorder with 
its creaking floors piled with hardware 
and sporting goods, its walls lined with 
everything from hinges to fishing lures, 
its ceiling festooned with fan belts. 


But, in 20 minutes Hessler, Hustead 
and McCabe found on first try a liner 
for a thermos bottle (model 120), a nut 
for a screw that holds a rug-making 
frame together, and a twcnhanded fly 
rod strong enough to catch’ tarpon. 
Hessler didn’t recommend the rod. 
“ It’s murder,” he told the customer. “ I 
recommend a lighter one.” 
Hustead said in an aside: “They 
couldn’t get anybody to clean rods and 
reels like he did,” he said, nodding 
toward Hessler. 
Charles Lewis, head of the hobby 
shop for 43 years,had to retire. He has 
been hospitalized with eye trouble. 
Mrs. Frank P. Hall, 79, decided to close 


down. 
Court Hall Jr., her grandson, is in 
charge of the store closing. He didn’t 
want to close. At 67 he wanted to keep 
the store open. His children talked him 
out of it. 
So, what hasn’t been sold at 40 per 
cent discount by Saturday, will be 
auctioned off, even to the 67-year-old 
balance scales, bought by Frank P. 
Hall at the outset. 
“They just don’t make things like 
these scales any more,” said Hustead. 
He shook his head as he looked at the 
contraption. 
“ Why, I’ll bet you there’s been a IOO 
ton of nails sold over them since 1906.”

Hill 
spotted the car pulling out of a parking 
lot and gave chase, radioing his 
position along the way. 
Police said several shots were fired 
at Hill, some striking his truck. He was 
not injured. 
Patrol cars soon joined Hill’s truck 
and the suspect car finally came to a 
halt. It’s occupants fled on foot, but 
were captured by police. 
Investigators said one of the cap­ 
tured men complained on the way to 
the police station: 
“ Someone should have given that kid 
in the truck a traffic citation, the way 
he drove!”

“If you added up the list of programs 
and departments that are involved in 
this, it probably would be more than 
there are POWS,” Wyman said at a 
news briefing Wednesday.

He 
said most are officers, and many have 
college experience or technical skills. 
OBES will be directly concerned with 
the 26 Ohio POWS who will be returning 
to Wright Patterson Air Force Base at 
Dayton. 
Edwards said he also would help the 
estimated 74 other returnees to be 
processed through Dayton to get in 
touch with placement resources in In­ 
diana, Kentucky, West Virginia, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania.

First he explained that a board of 
education is responsible to the citizenry 
for evaluating the educational program 
in the school district.
